APPROPRIATIONS 


Secretary Meyer is to Explain His 


Wants on Saturday 


Washington, Feb. 24.—The naval ap- 


propriation 
bill Ms now practically 


completed. Secretary.-Meyer will ap- 
pear before the committee on Satur- 
day to discuss the question of 
the 


building: program'for next year. The 
president and the secretary have rec- 
ommended the construction of 
two 


battleships. 
The tonnage 
has 
not 


been specified,.but probably ships of 
hot less than 20,000 tons, and may -.be 
as" much as 30,000, will be recommend- 
ed. 
, 


Mr. Meyer will also recommend the 


construction of a repair 
ship. 
It 


must be a speedy vessel-of not less 
than 20 knots, as it must be able to 
get out of the way of the fighting 
craft in time of battle. It 
will be 


equipped with a light battery. 


A makeshift repair ship, a convert- 


ed cruiser, acompanled the 
fleet on 


its famous trip around-the world, but 
the navy has never had a newly con- 
structed vessel of this type. 


It was brought out at a recent hear- 


ing before, the naval committee, by 
Admiral Cone, that so well were all 
repairs to ships taken care of by the 
repair ship or by the mechanics on 
each vessel of the fleet that the entire 
repair bill for the voyage around the 
world amounted, to but $2.60.

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In attempting to charge up the deficit in his 


Department against the magazines the Postmaster- 
General has done the country a genuine, even if an 
unintentional, service. He has drawn attention to 
the necessity for a thorough reorganization of the 
Postal Department. 
He has emphasized the im- 


portance of taking the Post-Oflice out of politics 
for all time. 


The Fifty-ninth Congress authorized an inves- 


tigation of postal affairs, and a joint commission, 
headed by Senator Penrose and Representative 
Overstreet, made a thorough investigation of the 
whole subject. As a result, the Overstreet bill, 
which contains many excellent recommendations, 
was presented. 
It is not from guesswork that we 


have concluded that the Department is in nee'd of 
radical reorganization, but from the official reports 
of this Joint Congressional Postal Commission 
and ,of the disinterested accountants hired by it to' 
investigate the business methods of the Depart- 
ment. We quote from these reports, remember- 
ing that the findings and criticisms are not ours, 
but those of a Congressional Commission and its 
authorized agents.

Bank of Cambridge, Making It In- 


solvent—Man Suspected

Living Beyond His Means 


Cambridge, Mass., Feb.-24.—Act- 


Ing on a warrant sworn out by Na- 
tional Banlt Examiner Bills ,H. Pep- 
per, the police liavc begun a country- 
wide search for George W. Coleman, 
missing 'bookkeeper of the National 
City bank of Cambridge. 


A sh'drtage of $144,000 discovered In 


the accounts of the bank led to the 
closing of the bank. 
It Is one of the 


oldest financial institutions in Cam- 
bridge. 


The amount said to he missing is 


more than the combined capital and 
surplus ot the.bank hy ahont $5000, 
making the bank obviously Insolvent. 


John L. Bates, former governor of 


Massachusetts, was appointed receiv- 
er of the bank by the comptroller ot 
the currency. 


It was learned that probable severe 


losses .were first discovered last Fri- 
day, and uncovered in a conference 
between Comptroller of the Currency 
Murray and C. 0. Bancroft, a bank 
director. 
_\ trust company of Cam- 


bridge was asked to 
liquidate 
the 


bank's assets and take over its Jia- 
hllitles. 
During an examination of 


the batik's accounts i* was dlKCuvnrwi 
that the deposits totalled more (him

Mr. Bancroft called on Coleman to 


report -nt the bank and lielp the offi- 
cials go over the books.

Coleman was last heard from at 


Kansas City, but since Monday there is 
no trace of him. He Is 28 years old, 
unmarried and lived with his parents. 
He has automobiles and has made 
quite an Impression on the social life 
of the city. 
His luxurious style ol 


life on $12 a wrek was accounted for 
by the fact that his family has means. 


That Colcman's name should figure 


In connection with a bank shortage 
may not be altogether a surprise for 
some of his acnualntances, for .now 
that the charge has been made against 
him by (he bank examiner, there nre- 
many who recollect a lavish expendi- 
ture of money on his part for some 
time past. 
There are reports which 


link his name with "joy 
rides" in 


automobiles; with diamond gifts 
to 


feminine friends and other pastimes 
which require couslderable money. 


Kdwln Dresser is president of the 


bank.
